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The  legislative  sessions  of  1949  were  notable  for  the  many  measures  introduced  in  the  state 
legislatures  affecting  the  problems  of  racial  and  intergroup  relations.  This  tabular  summary 
of  all  the  measures  introduced  and  their  present  status  is  offered  as  a  convenient  guide  to 
official  and  citizens'  groups  in  the  hope  that  it  may  aid  them  in  appraising  the  progress  of 
their  own  efforts  To  Secure  These  Rights  in  their  respective  states,  to  enable  them  to  learn 
from  their  fellow-citizens  in  other  states  and  to  carry  on  more  effectively  the  unfinished  busi- 
ness of  estabhshing  equal  rights  and  opportunities  for  all.  The  American  Council  on  Race 
Relations  is  prepared  to  furnish  additional  information  on  any  of  the  legislation  listed  upon 
request.
